Cap. 38. To vcit ccftain fnefluages, lands,, tenements, and

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ports or places, to Great Britain* and other parti of his Majefty'l 

dominions. 

Cap. 47. To indemnify fuch perfons as hare omitted to qua- 
lify themselves for offices and employments; aod to indemnify 
Juftices of the peace, or others, who have omitted to regi'fter or 
deliver in their qualifications within the time limited by law, and 
fer giving further time for thofe purpofes; and to indemnify 
members and officers, in cities, corporations, and borough 
towns, whole admiffions have been omitted to be ftamped ac-

from, and preventing the like for the future ; for consolidating 
the highway rates with other rates within the faid hamlet ; and 
for paving and regulating Great Garden Street, in the parifh of 
Saint Mary Mat felon otherwife Wbitechapel, in the faid county, 
and removing a bar now (landing acrofs the fame, and other 
nuifances and annoyances therefrom, and preventing the like for 
the future. 

Cap. 67. For enlarging the term and powers of an aft, made 
in* the twenty-fixth year of the reign of his late Majefty, .in- 
tituled, An acl to widen and repair the road from the guide-pojl, 
near the end */*Drayton Lane, near Banbury, in the county of Ox- 
ford, to the houfe called The Sun Riling, at the top 3/* Edge Hill, 
in the county, of Warwick. 

£ap. 68. For enlarging the term and powers granted by two 
acts, made in the firft and (ixteenth years of the reign of his late 
majefly King George the Second, for the more effeSudl amending 
the highway between HocklifFe and Woburn, in the county of Bed- 
ford, and for repairing the road leading through Woburn to Tick- 
ford Bridge, in Newport Pagnell, in the county tf Bucks. 

Cap. 69. For continuing the term, and altering and enlarg- 
ing the powers of an aft, pafled in the twenty-eighth year of 
the reign of his late majefty King George the Second, ,for repair- 
ing ana widening the roads leading from the Crofs of Hand, near

An aft for repairing 
end widening tie roads from Grantham, in the county ^Lincoln, 
through Bottesford and Bingham, to Nottingham Trent Bridge ; 
end frm Chappel Bar, near the weft end of the town of Notting- 
ham, to Saint Mary's Bridge, in toe town of Derby $ and from the 
luidt-peft, in the parijh of Lenton, to Sawley Ferry,) as relates to 
the road leading from Chappel Bar, near the weft end of the 
town of Nottingham) to Saint Mary's Bridge, in the town of Der- 
J?, and from the guide -poft, in the pariw of Ltnton, to Sawleyt 
Ferry.

Treafury may raife the fame by loan* or exchequer bils, 
in like manner as is prescribed by the fand tax act of this fefiion, concern* 
ing loans, &c. The claufes, &c. in the laid act. relating to loans or ex* 
chequer bills, (except as to charging the fame on taxes granted thereby or 
that limit the rate of intereft) extended to the loans, &c. to be made in 
purfuance of this aft. Principal and "rnterefr,with enargesf to be paid oat 
of the next fupplies, and if fuflicient (upplies be no* granted before Jaly 
c, 1782, then to lie paid out of the finking fund ; and the monies k> 
lifted to be replaced out of the firft fupplies. The bank itn powered to 
advance, on the faid credit of Loan, any fum not exceeding 1,000,000 1, 
notwithltanding the aft of 5 & 6.
